The increase in two yeai-s has lH.-en 
sixteen Jiuudml. AI the rate of pres- 
ent increase and with a big institu- 
tion, ussurably coming which will 
bring a hundred new workmen to 
the city, this place, January 1, '9i!, 
will show fifty-live hundred people. 
The school board authorized D. L. 
Barnes, who has lieeu taking the 
school census to also obtain the full 
number of inhabitants, which was 
done at a small additional expense. 
The number of males is 2580 and 
the 


number of females 1710. The North 
side school district, lias lij-in people. 
The high school district has 141(i and 
the south side district 1338. This 
census includes none but actual resi- 
dents of the pltice and is as reliable 
as any census could IM:.

Considerable Tax. 


M. W. Lloyd, of the Kami, Log & 


Lumber Com puny, has paid to Coun- 
ty Treasurer Clark recently the snug 
sum of $15,827.<Hi for the firm's taxes 
in cases where it lias been tied up by 
litigation. 
The county has won 


every case taken to the 
supreme 


court involving tax matters since its 
existence. 
While it has cost, the 


county something to defend all the 
suits it hasnotcost what is generally 
supposed mid what others ha veto 
pay. Legal fees have been light, as 
the district attorneys are paid any- 
way and the costs have been settled 
by the other fellows. The litigation 
has been very 
expensive to land 


owners, and it is ho|>ed that the end 
of It all is at hand. There is no 
inclination and no case where pine 
land owners of Oucida county pay 
an unreasonable or unjust tax. The 
management of public business can 
be easily criticised, but when the 


courts say that 
disbursement of 


supreme and other 
both the levy and 
town and county money has been 
just and legal, it is pretty good evi- 
dence, at least, that no outside land 
owner is getting robbed much up 
here. The cases which have been 
decided in the county's favor have 
nil been brought on technicalities 
and claimed irregularities of town 
business. Nearly every horn to the 
dilemma has been gras]>ed by non- 
resident tnx-payei-K, and every time 
the courts say Mint when a town or 
county government doi-s not assess 
property M(. more limn it is worth 
and use the money collected as taxes 
for the town or county, then the 
tax must be paid. Tho old cry of 
extravugencc and high taxes which 
was the burden of the outside, land 
owner's song some time ago is not 
heard now.

system. Tliooiio proposed to extern 
from the river, on Davenport street 
to Stevens and a block each way ot 
IJrown and Stevens streets will cost 
?2,240. H will give the central bus 
mess portion of the town good nnd 
ample drainage, and will remove one 
of the gi-catest dreads of a disease 
promoting district which hns existed 
in the town. The proposition to 
erect a sewer on Thayer street is also 
a much needed improvement. 
The 


only ho]Kj of ever making that im- 
mediate locality a heiiltliynmlinhab- 
itable one is to drain it well. The 
cost of these two pieces of sewer 
work is an insignificant sum com- 
pared with the benefit they will give 
every resident of that district and 
the whole city as well. The amount 
of work to be voted upon its ample 
fora start. Another year more can 
be put in if desired and undoubtedly 
it will bo. The proiierty holders of 
town should make an effort to have 
nothing conspire to defeat the pro- 
position to lx!gin this year. There 
has not a particle of opposition de- 
veloped so far.

important subject. Itesides this great 
work he drew the brief of our case in 
the Uchriug sea controversy for the ar- 
bitrators, and has beeu closely identi- 
fied with nearly all the important work 
of the department for more than a 
year. His ability and fitness have been 
demonstrated beyond question, and liis 
promotion in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of civil service reform is highly 
creditable to the president and will 
doubtless prove a good thing for the 
country.

NO WATER ON THE 
MOON. 


Ocean* or Seu Have No mUtrnce on the 


I*un:ir 1'lautrt. 


There are, no doubt, some reasons for 


thinking that there m:iy have been once 
water on thu moon, but it is now cer- 
tain that there is no liquid on its sur- 
face, nor indeed can 1 find much reason 
to bclicvo that there is even frozen 
water tlicre, as has been somctimcssup- 
posed. It is certainly a singular fact 
that two constituents which are so 
abundant hero should seem to be en- 
tirely wanting in the moon, and It isau 
interesting subject for speculation as to 
\vhat has happened to the water on the 
moon if it onco existed there. It is 
ij-encrally believed that as our satellite, 
cooled down the water penetrated into 
the iulcifior, and was there seized upon 
by the minerals which required water 
in order that they might assume their 
appropriate crystalline forms. 
The 


water on the uioon has, therefore, ac- 
cording to this view, been transformed 
into a solid form, incorporated with the 
bodily texture of the globe. It has 
even been surmised that a similar des- 
tiny awaits the oceans on our own 
globe; broad and deep though they 
seem, they yet may bo inadequate to 
quench the thirst for water possessed 
by BO vast a mass of crystallizing min- 
erals as must exist in the interior of the 
globe. Kut whether this be the ex- 
planation of the absenceof liquid water 
from the moon or not, the fact of that 
absence can not bo questioned. 


The moon has been subjected to care- 


ful scrutiny for centuries, snys Good 
Words, yet no one hns ever seen any 
genuine ocean or sea, no one has ever 
seen any indication of the present exist- 
ence of water, and we nre entitled to as- 
sert that water, in n liquid form, is ab- 
sent from the surface of our satellite.

These are the 
unit and two-thirds rules, which can 
generally be operated contrary to the 
popular desire. The unit rule ignores 
individual preference, 
the power of. 


contrary choice, which a national cou- 
rention is intended and is supposed to 
promote. 
The delegation must vote 


solidly, ol>cying orders like a platoon of 
soldiers. It is an effacement of the in- 
Dividual and his rights. It is a rule not 
democratic in principle. 


So with the two-thirds rule. With re- 


spect to the election of a president many 
democratic organs strongly advocate 
election by a popular majority as the 
democratic way. Jiut in a convention 
which nominates a president they stick 
by the two-tliirds rule. The simple 
majority rule is democratic. The two- 
thirds rule is 
aristocratic. 
It 
was 


drawn on Van liuren in 1844 to shut 
him out of the nomination, although 
he had a good majority in his favor. On 
the first ballot Van ISuren had one hun- 
dred and forty-six votes to eighty-three 
for Cass, twenty-nine for K. 51. John- 
son and four for Buchanan, yet Polk 
jot the nomination by the two-thirds 
rule. This is a fair illustration of the 
working of a rule which defies the very 
essence of the principles of democratic 
determination, which is simple major- 
ity. "The majority must riile" i,s a 
favorite democratic phrasing, but they 
don't practice it.—Minneapolis Jour- 
nal.
